PENALIZING CHILDREN. 


The records of the California health d epartm ent will nev ­ 
er again list the word “illegitimate” after the record of any 
child’s birth. 
“ All births are legitimate,” say s a ru ling from the board , 
“ and all child ren are legitimately born." 
This follows a similar remark by Su perior .Ju d ge Leon 
Yankwich of Los Angeles, who was hearing 
a su it in which 
one of the figures was a child born to u nmarried parents. 
References by the contend ing lawy ers to the illegitimacy of 
the child irked the ju d ge, and at last he bu rst ou t: 
“ There are no illegitimate child ren— only illegitimate pa r­ 
ents.” 
And the health board issu ed the following statement ex ­ 
plaining its ru le: 
“ If there is any illegitimacy inv olv ed in the process it per­ 
tains to the parents and not to the child ren. 
There may be 
illegitimate parents, bu t it is to be d eplored that many sec­ 
tions of ou r so-called civ ilized society still insist on stigmatiz­ 
ing the child ren. This is a relic of the d ark ages and shou ld 
be abrogated withou t fu rther d elay from ou r mind s and ac­ 
tions. 
That’s all perfectly tru e, and we can hope that other states 
can follow su it. 
Penalizing a child for the misd eed s of its 
parents is pretty shod d y stu ff. 
Bu t the m atter of illegitimacy isn’t the only one in which 
Child ren hav e to pay for what their parents hav e d one or 
have left u nd one. 
Go throu gh any city and make a little tou r of inspection. 
Visit, first the “ better class” resid ence d istricts. 
You ’ll see 
big, roomy hou ses, shad ed by elms and maples, with smooth 
lawns where kid s can ru n and tu mble and play all d ay long, 
enjoy ing su nlight and fresh air and good health and safety . 
These kid s get plenty to eat and hav e nice cool places to 
lieep; when they ’re sick get the best med ical care, and they 
have lots of nice shiny toy s to play with. 
There fathers, y ou 
see, are su ccessfu l men and hav e plenty of money . 
Then go d own to the poorer qu arters. 
You won’t hav e 
any trou ble find ing them, ev en in this great and prosperou s 
age. 
There a re n’t any smooth lawns or big shad e trees 
there. 
The child ren play in the hot, d irty streets, and now 
and then one or another of them gets its life cru shed ou t by 
a truck. 
In the su mmer the kid s swelter and fret at night, 
may be sleeping ou t on fire escapes to get a little breeze. 
If 
they get sick they ’re apt to be ou t of lu ck ; may be the d octor 
ca n’t be called u ntil it’s too late, if at all. 
W hat hav e these child ren d one, that they shou ld hav e so 
mu ch less than the others? 
Nothing; they ju st happen to 
have fathers who d on‘‘t earn as mu ch money as the other 
child ren’s fathers. 
They ’re being penalized , in 
a d read fu l 
way , for the shortcomings or hard lu ck of their parents. 
Don’t ask u s what the solu tion is. 
We d on’t know. 
And 
don t get to thinking abou t it too mu ch, or y ou may get some 
notions that are too rad ical for a contented and wealth\ na­ 
tion like ou rs.”
